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At Least Another Year

Officials of the Bear Archery Co. here in Grayling 
have received no word yet on any proposed changes for 
the industry, although, they are hopeful that they will

There is little doubt at this stage that the company 
will remain in Grayling for at least another year since any 
Move, according to company officials, would not take 
place until the last quarter of their production year. With 
no factory built anywhere else at this time and no word 
from Victor Comptometer, it appears that the company 
will be here at jeast until the fall of 1978. 

Robert Kelly, executive vice-president of Bear 
Archery, has been awaiting word from the parent 
company and said Monday that nothing has changed 
from the time the feasibility study on the move was 
forwarded to the company headquarters in Chicago. 

“lL expected some sort of answer last week and | fee! 
confident that | may hear from our headquarters this 
week,” he said. Kelly confirmed that the status of the 
decision has remained the same. He also confirmed that 
a move would suit the company best if it came during 
the fast four months of the year when production is at 
the towest ebb. Since no definite decision has been 
made on a possible move, there has been no work 
started on any construction plans for new facilities or 
offices. Kelly indicated that even if the company did 
decide to go, all of ihe construction WOrK WOuld Have to 
be completed tirst and then if a move was made it would 
be done gradually over a period of about four months.

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GHS Students Participate in Assessment Testing

lf you have been curious 
about the quality of education 
in local schools part of the 
answer may be on the way. 

Grade 10 students at the 
Crawford AuSable High School 
have been working on a special 
set of tests this past week 
which are specifically designed 
to evaluate how much basic 
knowledge they have received 
by the time they reach their 
grade level. 

“There has been a strong 
protest by parents all over the 
country that some kids are 
graduating without ever having 
learned to read or do basic 
math,” said high school prin- 
cinel Mont Rovngide in a rerant 
interview. “As a result, Lansing 
has come up with a set of tests 
which we are now administering 
to our grade 10 students. These 
tests are called the Michigan

WASHINGTON —The Rural Electrification Admini- 
stration has okayed a $7,097,000 direct loan for the

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Grayling Airport Now Under 
Control of County-Twp.-City

The final agreements for the local takeover of the 
Grayling Airport have been finalized and Grayling Air, 
Inc. has relinquished al! control of the operation. 

After lengthy negotiations Crawford County, Gray- 
ling TownShip and the City of Grayling have purchased 
all physical facilities and operations for $50.000 with the 
county paying $25,000 and the other two units paying 
$12,500 each. 

The final signing of the agreements now makes the 
county the leaseholder of all facilities according to Ed 
Lowrie. He has been working on the negotiations for 
many months. He added that the county will now apply 
fora full 25-year lease from the government. The original 
lease was for 25 vears but a number of vears of that lease 
have already expired. A full 25-year lease in the hands of 
the county will allow them to release a portion of the 
property to the Kirtland Community College for their 
expansion program. The college, which operates an 
aviation technician course at the airport, needs a 25-year 
lease to qualify for a construction grant from the Upper 
Great Lakes Regional Commission. The grant totals 
$122.000 and will be used to double the size of the 
present school facility. Lowrie said he anticipates no 
problems in completing these final steps. According to 
recent reports the college as well has begun their 
construction plans for the day the final word will arrive 
on the iease and are confident that the arrangements will 
be made. 

Lowrie said the airport will be administered by a 
Volunteer Airport Advisory Committee which consists of 
five members. Chairman of that committee is Bernie 
Fowler and Howard Taylor is the vice-chairman.

Trumpet Judgments Upon 
Vegetation, Water, 
Light & Time. 


Rev. 8:6-12 

The first four trumpet judg- 
ments of God. will drastically 
effect all life upon earth by 
partial destruction of some 
natural essentials we take for 
granted. 

The first trumpet judgment of 
hail and fire mingled with blood 
will effect our vegetation point- 
ing to severe famine. “The first 
angel sounded. and there fol- 
towed hail and fire mingled with 
olood, and they were cast upon 
the earth: and the third part of 
trees was burnt up, and all 
green grass was burnt up.” 
Verse 7. The last time God 
prophesied such judgment it 
was literal. Read the account of 
the tenth plague upon Egypt in 
Exodus 9:18-26. There is no 
reasonable reason to reject 
these trumpet judgments as 
literal judgments which will 
someday come upon this earth. 

The second trumpet judgment 
will turn one-third of the seas 
into blood. “And the second 
ange! sounded, and as it were a 
great mountain burning with fire 
was casi into the sea: and the 
third part of the sea became 
blood.” Verse 8. Notice the 
mountian may be symbolic, "as 
it were a reat mountain”, but 
jhe appearance and effect are 
real. It looked |’ke a mountain of 
fire. 

Again we ar rem«:ded that 
the last time God prophesied 
turning water into blood it was 
tulfilied literally. Read Exodus 
7:19.20. The immediate context 
also demands a literal interpre- 
tation. “And the third part of the 
creatures which were in the sea. 
and had life, died: and the third 
part of the ships were destroy- 
ed.” Verse 9. Can you imagine 
the stench of thousands of 
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Downtown Grayling 


3 of rotten blood J 
filled with mien of tons of 
dead fish? When a large ship 
sinks the world takes notice. 
imagine one-third of the world's 
sea going crafts destroyed at 
once. Think of the staggering 
loss in human fife. 

The third trumpet judgment 
will destroy another one-third of 
the world’s water supply. The 
water will be made so bitter 
many men will die from drinking 
it. “...And many died of the 
waters, because they were 
made bitter.” See verses 10 and 
11. 

The fourth trumpet judgment 
will destroy one-third of the 
fight trom the sun, moon and 
stars. “And the fourth angel 
sounded. and the third part of 
the sun was smitten. and the 
third part of the moon, and the 
third part of the stars; so as the 
third part of them was darkened. 

” Verse 12a. The day will also 
be shortened trom 24 hours to 
16 hours bringing a drastic shift 
to the behavioral patterns of life 
on earth. ’...And the day shone 
not for a third part of it. and the 
night tikewise.” Verse 12b.

measure minimum requirements 
they stop testing a students 
ability ata minimum level. Most 
evaluation tests are designed to 


challenge even brighter stu- . 


dents since there would be 
questions on a typical math 
exam that even the brightest! 
student would find difficult. On 
these tests however a very 
Priaht-studantiimeuld Boianle .S 
do the whole test easily if their 
background in the test areas are 
solid, he said. 

Reynolds says he was very 
surprised as well as to the 
amount of input that the State 
Curriculum Committee has al- 
lowed the principals to give to 
the testing program. Reynolds 
said he was one of the prin- 
cipals from the Michigan Asso- 
ciation of Secondary Schoat 
Principats which looked over 
the proposed tests and were 
allowed to make a number of 
changes which, to his surprise, 
were accented by Lansing. 

“There were a lot of things in 
the tests that we felt were not 
necessary as part of basic skills 
testing. In the original tests the 
state had included a lot of 
algebra and geometry. We felt 
that heavy algebra and exten- 
sive geometry are not part of the 
basic Skills that most adults will 
need when they go out to get a 
job. The average person does 
not use a lot of algebra in their 
daily life but they do need math 
and reading skills.” 

Reynolds said some parts of 
the exam, in the original stages, 
were typical of"... some of the 
ivory-tower type thinking that 
comes from Lansing education 
departments ...” He singled oul 
one part of the exam which was 
eventually discarded. “lt was a 
series of photographs and each 
one had four different tities 
under it. The object was to pick 
out the most appropriate title. 
They had stuff in there that was 
just incredible. Some of it was 
so hard that a lot of the 
committee members who stud- 
ied the test flunked some of the 
sections.” Reynolds said he 
was very glad that the state nad 
given the educators in the 
schools some opportunity to 
have an input into the tests and 
insure that the tests could 
validly test the basic compe- 
tence of students rather than 
being a quiz for the gifted 
students of the state. 

The tests consist of 176 
questions which cover 44 dif- 
ferent objectives that a student 
should have reached a compe- 
tent level on by the time of 
reaching grade 10 There are 
four questions related to each 


‘ objective and the results, 


should show up the weaknesses 
of tho students and Our prs 
gram. By administering these 
tests at the Grade 10 leve! we 
have plenty of time to work with 
each student and thei parents 
on the areas they are having 
troubles with in school. This 
allows us enough time to bring 
those Students up to par before 
they graduate to go on to 
college or go out to work. If the 
tests show kids having | a Hla of 

partic area 
then that will show us where we 
have to do the work on our 
program. If for instance the 
majority of the students failed 
on the section of working with 
fractions then we would know 
that this is one area where Our 
program is weak and needs 
additional work. We hope to be 
able to work with the parents of 
the students in helping their 
children improve their basic 
skills.” 

Reynolds said the results wil! 
come abscut December and will 
be given to each of the stu 
dents. The scoring of the tests 
is being done by a firm in lowa 
which speciatizes in thie sort of 
work. The data will be sent as 
well to the schoo! board here for 
their assessment.

Service Is Our Job 


A fire breaks out every seven 
minutes in Michigan. One per- 
son dies every day as a result of 
tire in Michigan. Three-quarters 
of these deaths occur in rasi- 
dential occupancies and more 
than one-third of those victims 
were asleep at the time of the 
fire. 

The Michigan Association of 
Insurance Companies notes that 
many of these deaths and 
fire-related injuries could be 
eliminated if the public was 
more aware of fire safety 
measures. 

The best safety measures to 
prevent the tragedies of fire is to 
eliminate fires before they start. 

But when fire does strike 
there are several things to 
remember: 

1. Avoid smoke asphyxiation 
by crawling or crouching below 
the smoke. 

2. Check all doors before you 
open them. If it is hot, don't 
open it. Intense heat or poison- 


ous fumes could kill you 
instantly. 
3. In a frying pan fire, 


smother the flames with the lid 
or Baking Soda. Don't use water 
or flour, which may cause the 
fire to explode. 

4. Never try to put out an 
electrical fire with water. 

5. tf your clothes catch on 
fire. don't run for help. Drop to 
the ground and roll around or 
wrap yourself in a blanket or rug 
to smother the flames. 

6. Make sure everyone is 
aware that there is a fire.

Charles R. Montgomery, the 
utility's president, said Mich. 
Consolidated's gas supplies 
continue to be among the best 
in the nation. 

“The company’s storage fields 
in central and southeastern 
Michigan will be filled as 
planned by the end of October,” 
he said, “And no further in- 
creases in curtailments of de- 
tiveries by major pipeline sup- 
pliers are expected." 

Gas will, however, cost more 
this winter, Montgomery said. It 
is expected that with normal 
weather a typical residential 
heating customer will pay about 
15 percent--or $4.50 a month 
more for gas this year. 

Montgomery Said a major part 
of this increase is caused by 
higher prices which Michigan 
Consolidated must pay for gas 
supply. 

“Although the cost of gas to 
the consumer will increase.” 
Montgomery said. “the increase 
will be considerably tess than 
we have experienced in recent 
years. Purine? cven ater alow 
ances for the expected in- 
creases. natural gas wiil remain 
the best buy on the energy 
market for the foreseeabie fu- 
ture.” 

For example. he said. the 
cost of fuel ail for home heating 
is NOW about one and one-half 
times more than natural gas. 

Michigan Consolidated rates, 
he added. remain among the 
lowest of the gas ufilities 
serving the country’s 25 major 
metropolitan areas. 

While Michigan Consolidated 
will be able to supply the gas 
needs of all its firm customers 
this winter, Montgomery said 
service wil! probably be inter- 
rupted for up to two weeks to 
interruptible customers 

These customers are iarge 
volume users who receive ser- 
ViCe Holl ine uiintiy wate Ure 
understanding that each winter 
their supply will be interrupted 
The company gives these cus- 
tomers ampie notice of when 
interruptions will cccur so that 
they can prepare to switch to 
atternate fuel sources and con- 
tinue normal ooerations

Skirting the thoughts of another blockbuster of a winter 
1 can think about a nice ski season without feally getting 
emotionally involved about snow to shovel, cars to get started and 
slippery driving. : 

| have been a cross-country ski nut ever since! strapped on an 
old pair of my mothers downhill skis and blissfully went over hill 
and dale for a winter. Someone finally took me aside and told me 
about cross-country skis. a number of years ago. After | got over 
my initial embarassment | found out there was an easy way to ski 
and it just made it that much easier. The only thing that really 
suffered was my snowmachine, which is now over a decade old. It 
sits in the shop behind my cabin in Canada and stowly gathers 
dust. Once in a while it comes out when | have a 60 mile fishing trip 
back into a northern isolated lake, but most of the time | now ski in 
to go fishing. My brothers were al! died in the wool snowmobile 
fans and every weekend were off on a 100 mile trip into some lake 
for a fishing weekend. At first they scoffed at skis but then broke 
down and baught some equipment. Now, they are addicts. First 
you try a little ski trip and then you want more and more. 

Cross-country is one of the fastest growing sports tn North 
America right now. It has always been popular in Svandanavial 
countries. AS gas becomes more and more expensive you will see 
mote and more snowmachines sitting beside the road with “for 
sale” signs on them. The thrill of bouncing along and breathing 
exhaust fumes dies slowly but surely. 5 

Grayling and this county also sits on the threshold of being 
able to really capitalize on the sport of cross Country (x-c) skiing 
since it is the only area in Michigan with a major race. Already the 
White Pine Stampede has proven its’ success. This race is the sort 
of event that can certainly put Grayling on the map tn the winter 
time.

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Bert Lance has gone from govern- 
ment, at least for now, but the influence 
of the Bert Lance case will linger on for 
some time to come. 

The Lance case points up a number of 
complex questions, such as these: 
Citizen participation in government. The 
proper role of the press in manitoring 
government. Ethics and standards in 
business. in government, and in the 
interplay between the two. 

That's just for starters. There also are 
the political questions involved, such as 
what it means for President Carter's 
administration, particularly in his rela- 
tions with Congress as well as with the 
clectorate. Actually the political ques- 
tions are the simpler ones. 

Various writers, in the past several 
weeks, have approached all these 
questions, and some of their comments 
merit attention. 

George Will, political editor of 
National Review, dipped his typewriter 
nbben in acid when he wrote in his 
syndicated column of some of the 
political fallout, to wit: 

“To be fair. Lance's record would not 
arouse such interest were he not serving 
the president who invented ethics. But 
suddanty Garter seems to have taken off 
the awful burden of a lot of shining 
armor. He did so when he prociaimed 
himself proud of Lance because the 
government report found Lance guilty 
only of 50 violations of the regulations. 


weary of being custodian of the Ten 
Commandments.” 


Joe H. Stroud, editor of the Detroit 
Free Press. expressed concern about 
what the Lance situation might mean 
for other citizen-government officials: 


“There is always the possibility that 
we will devise standards so exacting 
that only people who Nave never Jone 
anything at all can survive the puritani- 
cal tests. : 

“Michigan is still trying to find the 
right formula for government conflicts 
of interest for public officials. It is a fine 
judgement. and we ought to be tough 
aboul the standards we draw. But we 
should remember—particularly at the 
sort of citizen-volunteer office level. 
such as a school board member—that it 
iS easy 10 err on the side of toughness. 
We will need to use some commen 
sense. as well as a sense of common 
decency. 

“In the end. though. we have to 
realize that attempts to govern political 
ethics wind up having to deal with

appearances, as well as reality. What 
seems to be is almost as important as 
what is.” 

Like many other bankers and busi- 
nessmen, Brandon C. White, president 
of the Clinton Naitonal Bank in St. 
Johns, Mi., is concerned that the 
congressional response to the Lance 
case will be more laws and regulations. 
White whipped off a fetter fo the 
appropriate congressmen, with these 
views (among others): 

“Assuming that Mr. Lance actually 
did the things he has been accused of, 
|, for one, protest at being asked to 
hang with him... 

“What Mr. Lance has been accused at 
is not a common occurrence in banking 
although it obviously does happen. 
Laws are on the books to prevent it or 
punish it. We don't need more laws or 
more harrassment, more forms to 
complete. or more implication that such 
conduct is widespread. 

| presume he was told to stop..if he 
did not stop, it was not the fault of the 
rest of us in the banking industry. If the 
comptroller backed off for political 
reasons, yOu should find your solution 
in Washington. In no case should the 
burden of guilt be switched to me or 
thousands af honest, dedicated cal- 
leagues.” 

Then there's the role of the press in 
the whole Lance affair. As in most 
both praise and blame. 

Joseph G. Harsch, in the Christian 
Science Monitor, saw it this way: 

“In one sense. Lance himself has 
peen a Watergate. The 
American press in general was accused 
during the Watergate era of being unfair 
to Republicans. Once the Demacrats 
were installed in Washington it became 
necessary for American editors and 
reporters to prove that they could be 
just as criticai of Democrats.” 

Staunchly championing of the press. 
as could be expected. was Editor and 
Publisher magazine, a trade journal, in 
face of some Congressional criticism. 

“Why do intelligent men and-wamen 
in Congress persist in believing that 
whenever the press publishes scanda- 
fous information about people in public 
office. it must be lying for some ulterior 
motive? 

“Some one. some day. ts going to 
accept the fact that 
everything to lose by printing fies—and 
every responsible editor knows that.” 

Yes. the issues involved in the Bert 
Lance case are complex ones, and the 
ultimate answers still are not known.
